EARLY BID CAL 


A check for $24,000, drawn up- 
on the United States treasury, 
was this week deposited to the ae- 
‘count of the Upland Housing 
| Authority, the amount being the 
| arst advance loan to be received 
iby the authority, according to 
Paul F. Schowalter, chairman of 
the authority. 

The money, released throngh 
the Log Angelés branch of the 
San Francisco federal reserve 
bank, will go toward pre-com 
struction costs for the projects 
being planned.

A note, bearing 3 per cent im- 
terest, was issued by the Upland 
Housing Authority, in exchange 
j for the money. As the program

Only one out of every two hundred American voters has 
any idea of the cost of the last war.

“Tf I walk out of my office on 
July 19, I'll complete 25 years in 
Upland,” said Dr. W. R. Farmer 
recently, in reply to a friend who 
had asked him how long he had 
been here. 

Well, Dr. Farmer did just that 
and on that occasion marked the 
silver anniversary of his dental 
practice in this city. And in just 
two more years, the doctor and 
Mrs. Farmer will celebrate their 
silver wedding anniversary. 


Twenty-five years of practice, 
Dr. Farmer admitted, give a man 
a chance to become closely asso- 
ciated with the life and growth of 
one’s patients. He confessed with 
a twinkle in his eyes that he has 
cared for the dental needs of some 
of his patients all their lives, and 
that, in fact, he is now treating 
the grandchildren of some of his 
first patients. To serve successive 
generations is an achievement in 
which any man can take merited 
pride 

ONE LOCATION 

All these years of service, the 
doctor has occupied the suite of 
rooms in the building in which he 
now carries on his practice. In 
fact, he was the first tennant of 
the building, moving in on July 
19, 1916, just after its completion. 

Graduating from the University 
of Southern California with the 
class of 1915, Dr. Farmer was in- 
duced to establish his practice in 
Upland by relatives who lived here.

west. He was born in Collinsville, 
Illinois, the son of a Methodist 
minister. He had a twin brother, 
who died accidentally by drowning 
at the age of sixteen. [In later 
years, after he had established his 
home here, he induced his parents, | 
two sisters and a brother to come | 
to Upland to make their homes, 

In Illinois, Dr. Farmer, like 
many other ambitious young men, 
taught school for five years to 
save enough for his college educa- 
| tion. That accomplished, he head- 
jed west and entered the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. For 
two years he worked to establish 
this practice in Upland, and then 
returned to Collinsville long 
enough to claim his bride. Today, 
Dr. Farmer has a_ well-founded
